If you don't have a 
little capacitor, take a couple of chunks of insulated wire about 
3" long and twist them together--bare the two ends and solder 
it into the circuit and you've got about a five picofarad capaci- 
tor.

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Omega— May Return 
I6O0 Meters To Hams 


(From "Hanna Hints, '' by Ralph Han- 


na, W8QUR, in the "Amateur Radio 
News Service Bulletin, i) 
"A new 


System of navigation has 
been developed called Omega. This 
System should have some interest to 
hams, not for just the technical aspects 
but because there ig hope that eventual- 
ly it will completely replace Loran. If 
this ever happens, maybe we will get 
back all of the 160 meter band. 

"The Omega system will have only 
eight stations to cover the entire world, 
Four of these stations are now in oper- 
ation, one at a temporary location, The 
interesting thing to us is the operating 
frequencies which will be 10.2, 11,33 
and 13,6 kHz, 

"All stations will transmit the three 
frequencies and identification will be 
the timing sequence and difference in 
pulse length. In addition to the three 
navigational frequencies, each station 
will be assigned two unique frequencies 
that can be transmitted the remainder 
of the 10 seconds when it is not trans- 
mitting the basic navigational pulses, 
The system may use these unique sig- 
nal frequencies for such additional nav- 
igational information as station identi-. 
fication, frequency standard, time 
standard and internal communication. 

"In the Loran system, the time dif- 
ference between the arrival of the pulse 
from two transmitters was measured 
and this gave a line of position. The 
Omega system measures the difference 
in phase of the two Signals. Since there 
are many places that would have the 
Same phase difference, many 'lanes' 
are generated, By using the three fre- 
quencies, lanes that are 8 miles wide, 
24 miles and 72 miles are generated. 

"It can be seen that with this system 
a navigator would have to have a fair 
idea of where he is, This isn't too 
hard, because he should be checking 
regularly and plotting his dead-reckon- 
ing position. If he had been doing this, 
he would know exactly which lane he is 
in and could quickly identify which 8- 
mile lane he is in, 

"Right now there is a station in For- 
estport, New York, which will be re- 
Placed with one in LaMoure, North 
Dakota, The New York station is run- 
ning at reduced power. The other oper- 
ating stations are listed as medium 
power and are located in Hawaii, Trin- 
idad and Norway. 

"All stations will have 10kw radiated 
Power upon completion. These antennas 
are enormous and have only about 0. 08 
ohms radiation resistance, so you can 
see the base current will be over 300 
amperes, The-one in Trinidad has only 
0.02 ohms and 672 amps. The other 
atations will be located in Japan, Arg- 
entina, Australia and LaReunion (Ind- 
ian Ocean),
